Claims 1-50 are currently pending in the instant application, of which Claims 49 
& 50 are new and Claims 1, 2 & 43 are currently amended.

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention pertains to the 2,3-dihydronitroimidazooxazoles of formula 
I in Claim 1 and methods of making these compounds and compositions thereof.
